rel over Iho use of Snake river water tor Ir- 
rlention or nnvlKnllon, 

Nevertheless there Is cnnalderable logic to 
the Bovernor's line of reftsonlng. 

Sectlonnl selfishness should not stand In 
the way ol the development of Snnltc river's 
rcsoiircea, so long as nny such development 
does not work to the rilsnd vantage of either 
. north or south Idaho. 

Of course, south Idaho slionld bo on Its 
gnnrd aftnlnst any plans tor the development 
of nnvlRatlon beyond Lewlston, which mlRhl 
In nny way threaten the water supply toi 
nKrlcultiirnl purposes In the lower linlf of the 
nUite. 

But that docs not ncec.H.snrlly mean that 
navigation plans In north Idaho are designed 
to rob south Idalio of any of Its wntcr. 

\Vc believe that south Idaho Is entirely 
Justified In taking the stand that no othci 
development In the stftte be allowed to Im- 
pair either our present water rlghis or the 
investment that Is represented In land a.1- 
rciidy under Irrigation. 

We believe also that nothing should be per- 
mitted In the way of Snake river. develop- 
ments that would preclude the po.^slBlllty of 
bringing under Irrigation additional desert 
lands which afford the opportunity of in- 
creased agricultural production In this sec- 
tion of the state. 

But that, It would only ."leem logical. Is as 
far as we should go In our demands. The 
Lewlston country Is also ah Important part 
of the state, and It also should be given con- 
sideration In Its desires to develop. 

If navigation facilities can bo Improved in 
north Idaho without endangering .\oiith Ida- 
ho's Interests, then .such Improvements would 
bo of general bi!neflt to the state. 

Instead of becoming an Issue tlint might 
further alienate the two extremities of the 
state, this might well prove an opportunity 
to bring about a better rolatlon.ihlp. 

Let .north and south Idaho meet on com- 
mon ground, put their cards on the table, 
and do/Ji)o nil toi)c,i nnd IlmltJitions clearly 
■ In h spirit of friendship. 

The result might prove a happy compro- 
mise from which all Idaho would profit. If 
not, then would be the time to start fighting.

DIES DECIDES TO QUIT 

Rep. Martin Dies, head of the house com- 
mittee on un-ftmcrlcan activities, has be- 
come a very unpopular Individual with vari- 
ous Interests In the United States. 

The crltlcbm and ridicule to which he and 
his committee have been subjected probably 
have misled a lot of the "American people 
Into believing that he has been a "phoney," 
and the charges and revelations made by his 
committee have been nothing but a lot of 
ranting and raving. 

Now that Representative Dies has an- 
nounced he will not be n candidate for re- 
election, the committee which he has headed 
through six stormy years will probably be- 
come a thing of tht; past because It has al- 
ways had strenuous opposition. 

Naturally some of the factions In the 
United States are elated over Mr. Dies' with- 
drawal from the picture: The" Communists in 
this country nnd all the activities with which 
they are Identified will be partlculurly grati- 
fied. 

Significant also Is the statement made by 
Philip Murray, president of the ciO, who 
■ comnientcci as /oltows: 

"I think It is the greatest contribution he 
has made to the public welfare o[ the coun- 
try since ho entered public life." 

Before the American people start applaud- 
, ing Mr. Dies' decision to step out ol the lime- 
light, they should nsk themselves the question 
why the Communists nnd radicals are the 
ones who seem most delighted? 

Many of those who know Mr, Dies intimate- 
ly win admit ho'a anything but a lightweight, 
In spite of all tho attempts to smear him. 
They will admit also that there has been 
plenty of basis for rriany of his aensatlonal 
charges, although certain elements have' been 
powerful enough to minimize these charges 
or to cover them up completely. 

Some day, to Its regret, this country may 
realize that Dies and his committee have been 
on the right trade; that It was a defeat, not
